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! I have been oersor.ally acquainted with Dr. Frank Olson approx Imately 
since Septcr.be r of 1951.. -The nature of try personal contacts with him 
have been at the level of collaborators in research activities of mutual 
interest to his croup £•"«- air.e. This period has been characterize;!, 
nnon .3 other things, by three periodic meetjnps in secluded areas where 
the croup involved in the r.oocir.-s lived together for two or three day 
periods. At these meetings the writer had an opportunity to personally 
observe Dr. Olson in inforr.r.l suturcunainp.s and d;:rin.t; periods of tir.e 
when he was not er.y.aped in official scientific activities. The other 
contacts, which avernred about one every two or three r.cnths involved 
Official visits either by me to his research facility or vice versa. I 
would e d t irate that the total number of contacts which I had with liana 
during the period September 1, 1951 up to : revenue r 19, 1953 totaled 
thirteen or fourteen. Although the principal topic cf conversation at 
these contacts was official scientific business, a fairly close personal 
relationship had also developed, and a r.ir.or part cf the various conver- 
sations I had with hir; concerned personal ratters, unrelated to cur 
scientific or official relationship. 

Durir.r; this period Dr. Olsen seemed to ms to be a very effective 
research scientist, in excellent ccrnsand of his field cf exr.crir.eatatian 
and very devoted to the successful execution sf his duties. Ho seemed 
to :r.e a stable individual, not particularly rivers to nakir.j. snap 
Judgments and able .to yet alcr. ; very well anon:. his colleagues. It 
vas made known to re on several occasions, thrs-uph incidental rermrl-.s 
cade cither by himself or his colleagues, that he had '-.ecu suffer ir . 3 
*fro:a rccurri::;; trouble with a duodenal ulcer. I had.no occasion to 
observe any instance when this interfered with his vork. • • 

Dr. Clsor. appeared to ir.e to be very impressed by the importance 
of the security aspects of his ,i ob . Working in an installaticn where 
extreme seeui'ity measures were in effect for the entire installation. 

Dr. Olsen conscientiously accepted the added security burdens that 
his croup’s collaboration vith my croup entailed, lie vas not at 
liberty to discuss these areas of research with any individuals except 
perhaps six to ei::ht of his immediate associates. Occasionally, 
areas of effort were developed in which he was ap liberty to discuss 
certain information with only one other porsaa at his research facility. 
Be seemed to me to bear these various security burdens well. 

Durirc this period (from September 1951 ’ 3 I’ovenber 1°> 1953) 

I had no occasion to observe aberrent or unrstional behavior in any 
of ny contacts with Dr. Olson.
